3 Inquiries Under 
Way; Sabotage 
Is Hinted

NAVAL AIR STATION, Lakehurst, 
N. J. (P—A naval board of investiga- 
tion convened today to begin its own 
inquiry into the burning of the Ger- 
man dirigible Hindenburg, as the 
death toll of the disaster mounted to 
35. 

The 34th and 35th victims died to- 
day.

soon afterward, Erick Knoecher of 
Zeunenorda, Germany, a_ passenger, 
died in another hospital. They followed 
by 12 hours the death of Captain 


Ernst Lehmann, heir apparent to the 
dirigible fame of Dr. Hugo Eckner. 

The navy department investigation 
preceded two other official studies of 
the crash. The Department of Com- 
merce will open hearings Monday, and 
a group of German aviation experts, 
headed by Dr. Hugo Eckner, will inves- 
tigate later. 

All will make a thorough study of 
every possible cause—including the 
suggestion of sabotage—of the fire and 
explosion which sent the huge lighter- 
than-air craft to the ground, a charred 
mass of twisted girders and debris.

Ban Rum Sales 
To Strikers 


Administrator Has 
Power To Revoke 
Licenses 


Action looking toward prevention of 
the sale of liquor in strike areas was 
taken recently by the State Board cf 
Equalization. 


“In view of the numerous strikes 
throughout the state and the danger 
of selling liquor during times of par- 
ticular stress, the board adopted a 
resolution empowering George Stout, 
state liquor administrator, to revoke 
liquor licenses temporarily when such 
action appeared necessary for public 
safety. 


The resolution provided: 

“Tt is hereby ordered that whenever 
a strike is iminent or prevailing in any 
locality of the state, and danger of 
violence injurious to the public safety 
is threatening at a time when the 
board is not in session, George M. 
Stout, the state liquor administrator, 
when so requested by local authorities, 
is hereby authorized and directed to 
request liquor licensees in such area to 
suspend the sale of alcoholic bevar- 
ages until such time as the board can 
take action with respect thereto. Im- 
mediately upon issuing such request, 
the state liquor administrator shall 
communicate with the members of the 
board to obtain from them such action 
with respect to the approval of the 
state liquor administrator's action aS 
the members of the board shall deem 
advisable.” 


Farming Loans 
Improving 


Mortgages In Good 
Standing Gain 
By 2 Per Cent 


OAKLAND—The percentage of farm 
mortgage loans made by the Federal 
Land Bank of Berkeley which are in 
good standing was higher on April 1 
than at any time since the beginning 
of the depression, according to a state- 
ment made today by the bank’s presi- 
dent, Charles Parker. At the end of 
the first quarter of this year, said Par- 
ker, 89 per cent of 26,467 loans then 
outstanding and representing a volume 
of $122,991,528 were free of all delin- 
quent interest payments. At the same 
time last year the percentage of loans 
in good standing was 87.1. 


“The continued improvement in 
farm prices over the past year has 
been steadily reflected in Federal Land 
Bank interest payments,” said Presi- 
dent Parker. 


“This indicates that the vast ma- 
jority of land bank borrowers are now 
in position to meet their interest pay- 
ments with promptness and regular- 
ity.” 

Parker added that for the 12 Federal 
Land Banks in the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration system the percentage of 


loans in good standing on April 1 was | 


87.2, which represented a favorable in- 
crease of more than 6 per cent Over a 
comparable period last year.
